elie ISAAC HARVISON must have been b. close to 1800 (b. 1/SQ-LyoL 
by the 1820 census; 1800-10 by the 1840 census.) Almost certainly he 
was b. in SC. The pension recerds of George Harvison (in Kershaw Co., 
SC 1800/10/20) identify Isaac Harvison of Ferry Co., MS as a nephew 
with wham George went to live. Information presented under considera- 
tions 3 and 4 below also supports the SC birthplace and the compiler’s 
hypothesis that Isaac was os. af Alexander Harvison/Harbison ii. This 
Alexander moved numerous times - one census shows his son John b. 
early 1800s in SC, another shows this son b. in GA. 

Sifice Isaac appears in an i822 Perry Co. tax list, he was in

John appears to have married at an early age, about 1820, to a wife born 1800— 10, 
Her age helps to establish her as a first wife,since Mary, his wife in the 1850 
and 1860 censuses was borm after 1810, probably about 1812. John's first wife 

may have been a Younger, perhaps Sarah Younger since his alleged daughter and 
granddaughter also had that first name. Matthew's sons claimed bood relationship 
with the Younger brothers of Missouri, and his son, George W. Marvison, was défintely 
fairly well acquainted with Cole Younger and Frank James and visited with them 
when they came to Texas. Since the Jameses and the Youngers were members of 
Quantr 11's Raiders during the Civil War and since traditionally Matthew Harvison's 
brother John was also a member of this group, the alleged: relationship with the 
Youngers may have been based on a close association rather than actual kinship. 
However, no claim to kinship with the James boys was ever made. In the opinion of 
the compiler, there probably was a distant connection with the Younger family 

and, as was the case in other tnown situations, Southern sympathizers were quite 
ready to claim kinship with the Younger brothers on the basis of very distant | 
relationships.

| There are many families in the United States who spell their name 

as Harbison, Harbeson, Harvison, Harveson or something eimilar - most of whom 

| would probably, but not necessarily, have a common origin if they were traced 
back to the 1500s, 1600s or early 1700s. As will be seen elsewhere herein, 
most of these families with a record or tradition of where they came from will 


find that the trail points toward northern Ireland. 


Harbison seems to be the spelling commonly used in Ireland for mem- 

Bers.of these families, and for a majority of these U.S. families today. How- 
ever, except for establishing and verifying close relationships among modern 
* day members of the families, the exact spelling is not an issue in determin- 


ing common origins. 5 


In the 1800s, the name was spelled Harbison or Harvison in different 
records for the same individual, and it was not until later generations when 
literacy became more universal that one spelling or the ‘other was consistently 
used. (when the v spelling is used, the name is frequently transcribed or 
indexed as Harrison, and: the genealogy-researcher needs to be aware of this o 
practice.) Forms such as Harverson, Harberson, Harvenson, Harbinson and Herbi- | 
gon were also not uncommon in the 1800s. One contemporary branch of the family 

who were once known as Harveaton, now call themselves Harvester. Actually, 
the pronunciation of the name is more important than its spelling. One des- 
cendant of the Harbisons from South Carolina, now living in Mississippi, spells :
